Irish Bcpmblleaai. 


The Irish-American Repmbliean Con- 


vention met at Saratoga Tuesday. 
John Htmning was chosen temporary 
Chairman and the various committee 
were appointed. In the afternoon a 
permanent organization was effected. 
The platform of principles indorses in 
its entirety the platform of the National 
Republican Convention promulgated at 
Chicago in June last. The members of 
the State Committee were instructed to 
enroll all the Irish-American Republi- 
can voters in their respective Assembly 
districts. Speeches were then made, 
and the Convention adjourned. 


Tbe platform contains this passage: 


'The Republican party in enforcing 
protection for American industry is en- 
titled to the gratitude and earnest sup- 
port of every Irish-American in the 
land, as no people have greater reason 
to dread the evils which the Democratic 
doctrine of free trade, if once adopted, 
would bring upon themselves and their 
families.

Justice Thornton of tbe California 


Supreme Court has filed a very lengthy 
opinion iu tbe county elections case, in 
which Justice 
Sharpstein 
concurs. 


Justice Boss has written a concurring 
opinion, in which Chief Justice Morri- 
son concurs; and Justice MuKiustry 
und MeKec are preparing concurring 
opinions. They all substantially agree 
that by the terms of the Constitution 
tbe Legislature is vested with power to 
regulate elections and the appointment 
of county officials by general and uni- 
form laws, and thut construction should 
be given to the provisions of the Con- 
stitution in harmony with its intent. 
Justice Myrick has prepared a some- 
what lengthy dissenting opinion. This 
decision makes the various county 
officers hold over until next year.

Day before yesterday, James A Scott, 


the cabinet maker, was wandering 
among the bills back of the English 
Mills on a prospecting tonr, and com- 
ing across an old incline, concluded to 
go in and look at it.
